What Has Been the Effect of th 


Compulsory Education Law? 


From many parts of the state reports 


have come showing that this law has 
already accomplished excellent results 
In many places the attendance upon the 
schools has been increased ten per cent 
or more by its efficiency. In some cities 
new schools have been established to meet 
its requirements. 
In the city of Chicago 


7,000 pupils had been brought into the 
schools through its agency. From Moline 
the most encouraging accounts are re- 
ceived. In the city of Springfield although 
af, first the outlook was unpromising, the 
law has been humanely and wisely en- 
forced, and a truant officer has been ap- 
pointed, Nor is this favorable condition 
of things confined to the larje cities. 
Great good has also been done m the 
cmaller towns and in the rural districts. 
For the evil which the law was intended 
to cure was not confined to the large cen- 
ters of population. In remote country 
districts it was found that the children 
of a school-going age were allowed to 
spend their time in idleness. In short 
the friends of tne law are greatly en- 
couraged by the good that has already 
been accomplished through its agency. 
. It is not affirmed that the law is exe- 
cuted in every school district in the state. 
There has unquestionably been some 
neglect and some evasion of its require- 
ments. But a great deal has been ac- 
complished and the outlook for the future 
is promising. 


It is said that in some places the law 


has been made an instrument of persecu- 
tion. Three such reports have come to 
the office of the state superintendent. In 
one of these cases at least it has teen 
foand on further investigation that the 
charge against the^echool board wus un- 
founded. In the first rumor the facts 
had been misrepresented. This, consid- 
ering that the state contained in 1*8, 
11,714 districts, is not a bad showing. The 
persecution hns not been grievous in 
amount. Indeed it is doubtful whether 
any real injustice has been done. In say- 
ing this the possibility of such injustice IB 
not denied. 
In neighborhoods where 


ancient fends exist and where bad bl xiii 
has been engendered, the parties may 1m 
willing to misuse any law, however just 
in itself, for ,the annoyance of their ad- 
versaries. This is no argument at nil 
against the law. 
DThis law ought to be executed in a 
spirit of humat,ity. In muny thousands 
of instances in this state it has accom- 
plished its purpose without the infliction 
of any penalty. Indued, the penalty 13 
not,the thing to be emphasized. Of 
course a penalty is provided for in the 
law and must be. But a wise school 
board will strive to accomplish the ob- 
jects ot the law by explaining it to the 
people, and by an appeal to the highest 
motives in their minds as far as possible. 
The penalty should be the last resort. 


MASON (Jur has a bell in a towor that 


beats the celebrated curfew all hollow. 
It rings at 8 p. m. and it rings every night 
in the year. When its tones float out on 
the Democratic Mason county air every 
boy under 12 years of age runs home as 
fast us his legs can curry him. A village 
ordinance makes it a punishable offense 
for a youth to be on the street after 8 
o'clock. 
There is a rush and a noise 


when the fire bell rings thai would do 
credit to a metropolitan city, and in five 
minutes' time the youngsters who have 
been playing ball under the electric light 
have disappeared. 
It is a blessed, good 


idea, and ought to be in force in many 
other places.—E.e.
